I am trying to start getting organized for this years field day Operation on June 

24th and 25th of 2006. I am trying to setup for operation in the 3A class. This 

will allow us to have an All Band SSB Phone, an All Band CW, and a All Band 
Digital Station along with a VHF/UHF Station and a GOTA (Get on the Air) Station. 
This means we are going to need a lot of operators and loggers. It will be an 

easy task if we can get 12 operators and 12 loggers for each station because that 
would mean that you work your 2 hour shift and go home. I am also going to need 5 
campers or motor homes to house the stations. I am going to need about 7 

generators for the operational units and two spares to take care of the "UNKNOWN" 
contingencies. The Club has a nice antenna suite for field day and we will need 
some extra antenna crew members at the beginning (Saturday morning at 8:00 AM
